1. AT IA NEGOTIATION MEETING JANUARY 14, 1975, WE TABLED DRAFT 
FOR EXCHANGE OF NOTES TERMINATING NATO/SOFA EXTENSION WITH 
RETENTION ESSENTIAL PROVISIONS, AS PROPOSED REF B AND MODIFIED 
BY REF A. 

2. U.S. CHAIRMAN BEFORE TABLING DRAFT, REVIEWED USG POSITION 
ON NATO/SOFA EXTENSION SET FORTH IN REF A, EMPHASIZING POINTS 

SET FORTH IN PARAGRAPH 1 IN REF A AND NOTING THAT WE DID NOT WANT 
AGREEMENT RECAST AS IA BUT PREFERRED IT TO BE REVIEWED IN 
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MODIFICATION. AFTER TURKISH CHAIRMAN ASULA MADE VERY CLEAR 
THAT REVIEW OF EXTENSION FOLLOWED BY AGREEMENT TO RETAIN WITHOUT 
MODIFICATION WAS UNACCEPTABLE TO GOT. U.S. PRESENTED DRAFT. 

3. TURKISH CHAIRMAN CONCURRED IN USG POSITION THAT EXTENSION 
IMPLEMENTED NATO/SOFA AND NOT DCA AND THEREFORE WAS NOT 
APPROPRIATE SUBJECT FOR IA FORMAT. HE AGREED TO STUDY U.S. DRAFT 
BUT IN "PRELIMINARY REMARKS" STRONGLY MAINTAINED THAT DCA 
ART TV(2) AND AGREED MINUTE THERETO GAVE GOT AUTHORITY TO 

ISSUE PROVISIONS OF THIS NATURE AS GOT CIRCULARS AFTER APPROPRIATE 
CONSULTATIONS WITH U.S. AUTHORITIES. HE EMPHASIZED THAT 
TURKS HAD NO INTENTION OF CHANGING EXISTING PRACTICES BUT CLAIMED 
THAT GOT FELT IT COULD NOT ACCEPT BILATERAL AGREEMENT COMMITMENT 
TO CONTINUE THESE PRACTICES INDEFINITELY. HE REITERATED PREVIOUSLY 
STATED POSITION THAT MOST EXTENSION PROVISIONS U.S. WISHED TO 
RETAIN WERE ALREADY COVERED IN DCA, BASIC NATO/SOFA OR 
NATO/SOFA IMPLEMENTATION AGREEMENT OF JUNE 23, 1954. ASULA 
AGAIN ATTACKED PROVISION FOR ORDER COUNTERSIGNATURE WAIVER AND 
TRIAL OBSERVERS (WITHOUT SUGGESTING THAT CURRENT PRACTICES SHOULD 
BE TERMINATED), BUT HIS ARGUMENTS WERE OBVIOUSLY EXTEMPORANEOUS, 
OFTEN BASED ON FACTUAL ERRORS AND EASILY REBUTTED. GARDNER ASKED 
ASULA NOT TO REJECT EXCHANGE OF NOTES OUT OF HAND. TO STUDY OUR 
TEXT CAREFULLY AND TO INFORM US WHAT PROVISIONS OF CURRENT 
EXTENSION AGREEMENT TURKS MIGHT ACCEPT IN EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 

4. COMMENT: WE BELIEVE THAT TURKS ARE NOT REALLY BOTHERED 
BY INDIVIDUAL PROVISIONS OF OUR DRAFT, ALTHOUGH ASULA'S 
NEGOTIATING STYLE (HE RUNS THROUGH EVERY ARGUMENT AT HAND. 
DISCARDING LATER THOSE WHICH DO NOT HOLD WATER) OBSCURES THIS 
FACT. UNDERLYING TURK POSITION, WE BELIEVE, IS GENERAL CONCERN 
THAT THE NATO/SOFA EXTENSION INTRUDES INTO AREAS RIGHTLY LEFT 
FOR UNILATERAL GOT DECISION (AFTER APPROPRIATE CONSULTATIONS). 
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
